REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


To the Parents and Citizens of the Town of Troy: 


Your Committee herewith submit for your considera- 
tion their report of the progress and present condition of 
your schools, and a financial statement of all expenditures 
for their support, giving the amount expended on each 
school. Our schools have been well attended and there 
has been no great amount of sickness to break up the at- 
tendance. 

In general, we report a successful year in the progress 
of most of the schools, and a deepened interest among the 
scholars and parents. 

We regret to note numerous occasions of tardiness, 
although not in excess of previous years. There is not 
the slightest excuse for this, it is entirely needless; the 
blame, however, is often as much on the parents as the 
children, especially so in our primary schools, and it is 
the parents’ duty to see that their children are prompt in 
getting to their schools. 


GRAMMAR SCHOOL. 


This school was taught in the spring term by Mrs. A. 
M. Foster, of Walpole, N. H., who has had charge for. 
the previous two terms. We regret to report this term did 
not come up to the excellent standard of the other terms. 
The teacher apparently worked hard as in past, but the 
scholars did not show the application and interest they 
have previously shown. 

The fall and winter terms were taught by Miss M. 
Alice Jones, of Keene. Miss Jones has succeeded admi- 
rably, the scholars have made steady and rapid gain. 
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The excellent discipline, the gentlemanly appearance of 
the boys, and the ladylike conduct of the girls under the 
quiet dignity of their teacher’s example, were marked and 
commendable. ; 

In the line of compositions and declamations, your 
committee note a marked advance in the well written 
essays and clear and easy delivered pieces. 

The whole number of weeks of school were thirty, in 
three terms of ten weeks each. Number of different 
scholars enrolled by terms, 33, 35, 30. Average atten- 
dance, 30, 31, 27 respectively. Number not absent dur- 
ing a term: 1st term, 12; 2d term, 13; 3d\term Seem 
pupils have a perfect record for the year, not having been 
absent or tardy at any session, and constitute the Roll of 
Honor. They are:

NORTH PRIMARY SCHOOL. 


This school has been taught during the year by Miss 
Minnie A. Lamson, of Hinsdale, N. H. Miss Lamson 
has had an excellent reputation in the town as a teacher 
in our West Hill School, and in accordance with the 
policy of the board was promoted to the charge of a 
larger school. 

Miss Lamson has done an excellent year’s work and 
fully maintains her reputation as a teacher in the more 
trying and difficult requirements of so large a school. 
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The school has been brought under good discipline; more 
quiet and orderly than we have known it for years, and 
the pupils have been thoroughly drilled and show the 
effects of it. 

Whole number of weeks of school is thirty, divided into 
three terms of ten weeks each. Whole number of scholars 
by terms: 55, 51, 42. Average attendance: 47, 45, 36. 
Number not absent or tardy during each term: 1st term, 
22; 2d term, 14; 3d term, 14. One scholar only has not 
been absent or tardy during the year, and constitutes the 
Roll of Honor: 

EDWIN SMITH. 

The regular attendance shown by the large number in 
each term not absent or tardy, is very commendable. 
Number of instances of tardiness during the year is II. 
Visits by School Board during year, 12; by parents and 
others 143, which is evidence of good interest in the school 
on the part of parents and friends. 


Bool PRIMARY SCHOOL. 


This school has been under the charge of Miss Alice 
M. Heath for the past year. This is Miss Heath’s second 
year in this school, and she has kept up her previous good 
record. She enjoys the love of her pupils and takes a 
personal interest in each one, which brings out many a 
difident scholar and tells in the advance of the ‘entire 
school in their studies and other exercises. 

The school has been largely attended. The whole num- 
ber of weeks of school has been thirty-one: Ist term, I1; 
2d, 10; 3d, 10 weeks. Number of scholars enrolled by 
terms: 44, 57, 40. Average attendance by terms: 32, 
43, 28. Pupils not absent during each term: Ist term, 43 
2d term, 8; 3d term, 6. ‘The Roll of Honor: 


Fiora A. GEE, 
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who has not been absent or tardy the entire year. In- 
stances of tardiness 28, which is altogether too many and 
parents should see that their children are at their school 
on time and thus teach them to become prompt and reg- 
ular in their habits. Visits by School Committee 14; by 
parents and others 106. 


EAST HILL SCHOOL. 


There have been two terms of this school. The spring 
term of ten weeks was kept by Miss Emily M. Putnam. 
Number of scholars, 7; average attendance, 7; not absent 
during term, 1; instances of tardiness, 3. We regret to 
report very little interest in her work on the part of the 
teacher, and meagre results naturally followed. 

The fall term was under the charge of Miss Loretta J. 
Brown. This was Miss Brown’s first experience in teach- 
ing, and she has made a very creditable record. She 
gave her whole time and energy to the work of her school, 
and good progress was shown by the scholars in their 
studies. . 

Whole number of scholars for the fall term was 7; 
average attendance, 6; not absent, 1. The Roll of 
Honor is 

Emma J. WHITCOMB, 
who has not been absent or tardy during the year. Visits 
by School Board during year, 6; by others, 45. 


WEST HILL SCHOOL. 


There have been two terms kept in this school. <A _ fall 
and winter term of ten weeks each. On account of the 
prevalence of diphtheria in the neighborhood, no school 
was held during the spring. The number of weeks of 
school was however brought up to nearly the usual amount 
by the winter term of ten weeks. 

The school was in charge of Miss Emma L. Hutchins,

of Chesterfield. Miss Hutchins had taught the spring 
term of the Merrifield school and was promoted to the 
West Hill school. Of this teacher’s work the committee 
has only praise to give. ‘The school through the two 
terms showed progress, the teacher gaining the love and 
respect of her pupils and maintaining excellent discipline. 

The whole number of scholars, 17 in the fall term and 
10 inthe winter term; average attendance 10 and 7 re- 
spectively; not absent each term, 2 andi. No perfect 
attendance on the part of any one scholar for the year. 
Visits by School Board 7; by others, 55. 


MERRIFIELD SCHOOL. 


There have been two terms of this school. A spring 
term of eight weeks under charge of Miss Emma L. 
Hutchins, of Chesterfield, and a fall term of nine weeks 
taught by Miss Maud B. Adams, of Jaffrey. Both teach- 
ers have done excellently well in this little school, and the 
scholars have shown a remarkable progress in their studies. 
The eagerness of these little ones for knowledge and their 
punetuality and regularity of attendance is not equaled by 
any school in town. 

The number of scholars was 6; there has not been one 
instance of tardiness, and the whole number of absences 
for the 17 weeks tor six scholars is 6 half days. Five 
pupils in each term have a clean record, and on the Roll 
of Honor are:

Anna M. MERRIFIELD, 

Mary J. MERRIFIELD, 
all of whom have not been absent or tardy during the 
year. Visits by School Committee have been g; by others 
43. We commend this school as an example to the other 
schools in town. | 

In conclusion your committee would urge the parents 
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and citizens of this town to renewed efforts to raise still 
higher the standard of education here. There has been 
marked improvement over preceding years, and one eVvi- 
dence of this may be found in the increased interest shown 
by parents and friends in visiting the schools. We report 
576 visits this year against 384 reported last year. 

Let us not be parsimonious in our appropriations for 
the support of these schools, knowing that our money can 
be invested in no better way. Our schools are growing 
larger and the need of better accommodations becomes 
each year more pressing, and our citizens will before long 
have to seriously consider the question of a new building 
for the schools in the centre of the town. 

That the Grammar school is in a totally unfit situation, 
everyone acquainted with it knows, and the attempt of the 
town at the last annual meeting to use a part of the room 
for a Selectmen’s room emphasizes this. ‘The town needs 
the whole of the present town house for its own accom- 
modation and a modern school building for our three 
village schools is becoming a necessity. 

The new free text book law has been in force the past 
year, and it is the judgment of your committee that the 
schools have been benefited by it. We note a greater in- 
terest in the study of Geography and History, and it has 
undoubtedly been a help to many parents who could ill 
afford text books for all the studies their children should 
pursue. On the other hand it has imposed a great amount 
of labor on your committee. We have bought all the 
books and supplies at lowest wholesale figures, but the ex- 
pense has been almost double the appropriation of $200. 
Future expenses will be less, but we estimate that $200 
will be required for books and supplies the coming year.

FIREWARDS’ REPORT. 


The Firewards submit the following report for the year | 
ending March 1, 1891: 

There have been three alarms of fire during the year. 

Early on the morning of Sept. 30, Mrs. F. J. Burns’ 
house was found to be on fire. The firemen responded 
very quickly to the alarm, and, aided by the citizens, and 
with the help of the fire apparatus of Troy Blanket Mills 
the main part of the house was saved; the ell of the 
house was badly damaged and the barn destroyed. Loss 
about $1,100. 

On the evening of Oct. 9 the kiln shed at the brick 
yard caught fire from the kiln. An alarm was given and 
the engine taken out, but not used, the fire being ex- 
tinguished with slight damage. 

On the evening of Jan. 6 one of E. Buttrick & Co.’s 
dry houses was found to be on fire. The alarm was given 
and after several hours of hard work the fire was subdued 
with a loss of about $300. 

The town is to be congratulated on the fact that their 
firemen are always ready and willing to go when called 
upon, and when they reach a fire they work with a 
determination to extinguish it. How well they succeed is 
attested by their record for the past few years, notably at 
the tannery fire, at the hotel fire, when the Town Hall 
was in danger, and at the fire on Mrs. Burns’ premises. 
The town should give them their hearty thanks and sub- 
stantial aid in all legitimate ways. 
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~The apparatus is in nearly the same condition as a 
year ago. The engine, while it has done excellent service 
in years past, like all things else will wear out, and at the 
present time is not such protection as the town should 
have. Something should be done at the earliest moment 
possible to place the town under better protection against 
fires. This is a subject that is of vital importance to all, 
and we earnestly hope the matter will be carefully con- 
sidered at the annual town meeting and arrangements 
made with that end in view.
